THB  POULTRY  TO  KSKP. 

The  question  is  ut  tan  asked,  "Which 
breeds  ot  poultry  ate  the  basil"  and  it  is  a 
pretty  diBcnll  question  to  ao**er ;  tot 
there  are  so  many  diffrreut  condition*  In 


tn  et^a  itwig  tM\  qiKStieti  we  cau, 
Uiereinrn,  apeak  in  general  terms  only. 

Bach  breed  of  poultry  baa  marked 
waste  or  ekameterieiica,  and  then*  are  so 
well  knows  and  understood  that  it 
1*  an  easy  matter  to  recommend  a  special 
breed  to  meet  the  wants  of  each  indy 
vidual. 

Tits  Iqtge  breed*  known  ae  “.leaWie,”  is 
which  are  included  thn  different  "CV<vt*/u,  ' 
*74<an g/Ues,”  ’  Brahma*,"  etc.,  are  nut 
generally  distinguished  as  greet  layers, 
and  form  their  strong  setting  pro 
olivitiee  are  most  valuable  as  breeders  of 
chicken* 

The  Cochins  are  genenerally  slow  in 
maturing,  and  unless  crossed  with  the 
'inouiD  fowl  are  not  very  valuable  to  the 
onoeiMaJ  poultry  breeder. 

The  Brahma  ia  a  valuable  and  farorite 
breed,  imttfe  V*  not  so  piuAwiil*  when 
thoroughbred  as  it,  U  when  eroaaed  that 
is  when  the  raising  of  chicken's  it  an  o«i)uct 
io  view.  W e  have  oonsiderable  exjierieuc* 
«r ith  all' large  breeds  ol  poultry,  and  we 
have  invariably  found  the  hull'  breeds  the 
most  profitable.  The  chicks  of  the 
>U  >niU)(hbred*  do  not  manure  *o  rapidly, 
uid  they  are,  from  their  nakedueaa  of  lea¬ 
thers  it  the  most  critical  period  of  their 
lives,  inoie subject  to  dieeaae  than  the  halt 
breeds. 

The  latter  feather  ost  much  earlier  thn u 
the  other,  and  this  is  largely  in  their  favor 
in  this  oiiutateot  amides  and  gretu  chang 
St  of  b'Otpiuatuiw.  The  poultry  breeder, 
then,  who  vftktiea  qdlekgruwluig  and  early 
maturiug  chickens,  who  care*  inure  lor 
two  pounds  sin  a  “ Fourth  -</  July  broiUr ” 
Ulan  five  pounds  is( fWpaember,  a  cross 
between  one  of  the  Varieties  of  the  Brabuia 
and  the  common  fowl  is  most  de&irsble. 
A  very  popular  and  profitable  cross  baa 
been  found  between  the  Brahma  and  Leg 
horn,  the  offspring  maturing  quickly,  aud 
(he  pullets  being  ea/ly  and  good  layers. 
To  the  large  poultry  keeper,  who  wishes 
eggs  more  than  chickens,  of  course  the 
lion-incubating  breeds,  or  their  grades  are 
most  valuable.  C'roeeea  of  Leghorns,  bpan- 
•eh  er  Polish,  with  the  common  fowl,  we 
have  found  to  bs,  on  the  whole,  about  as 
profitable,  or,  rather,  as  good  layer*,  aa  the 
throughbreds,  aud  tbej  stand  our  rough 
climate  much  better. 

Of  course,  in  the  lbregoing,  we  bave  not 
intended  to  include  the  breeders  ot  fancy 
fowla,  to  be  sold  at  ‘  fancy  prices,”  but  we 
IfitAodad  tor  treat  aimply  of  ordinary  pout-
